Hotels Swindled By » Cool Trick. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—An Ingenious 


fraud was yesterday .perpetrated on the 
Arlington Hotel and the Ebbit Hon»» 
very successfully, and the men who did it 
have BO far escaped. The clerk at the 
Arlington yotterday afternoon received a 
telegram purporting to be from Raessle 
the proprietor of the hotel, dated from 
Philadelphia. The telegram stated that a 
box would arrive during the day, C. O. D. 
and directed the clerk to pay the amount 
called for, which was sixty-four dollars 
The box came, and the money was hand* 
ed over to the maisenger boy, who 
brought it without hesitation. 
At the Ebblt House there was a telephone 


message received about three o'clock aslc 
ing for the cashier. When that gentla- 
man -went to the telephone he was toll 
tbat the person at the other end of th< 
wire was Major Peabody, a well-known 
man who has long been staying in the 
hotel, and requesting that the C. O. T> 
charges on a box that would arrive during 
the morning should be paid. The charges 
amounted to $54.60. As in ths former case 
the box was brought by a messenger boy 
and the money was paid over. Both boxes 
were marked "Hush boy." So that their 
delivery by messenger did not excite 
suspicion. 


It was not long before the fraud was 


discovered at the Arlington. The box re. 
ceived there was opened and found to con 
tain nothing but paper and bricka. A' 
the Ebbit House Major Peabody declared 
that he had not sent any telephone m«s 
gage to the cashier to pay for any pack 
age for him. The box was taken to police 
headquarters and there opened, and its 
contents found to be the same as that af 
{he Arlington, 
< 


Betectiv.es were at once put to work 


and, by means of the accurate descvip 
tion obtained from the messenger, it is ex 
pected that the arrest of the men will be 
effected. 
This same game has teen 


successfully worked in New York and 
Philadelphia. The police here have notl 
fled the hotels in Baltimore and other 
cities, where it is thought the rascals have 
gone, and put them on their guard.

Serious Be»ult of the Careless Handlini 


At Dynamite. 


FUMON, Mo., Sept. 26.—A loud explo- 


sion was heard at the railroad coal mine, 
west ot town, yesterday afternoon, and 
soon men came in hot haste for medical 
aid. It seems tbat the dynamite cart- 
ridges used for blasting had not been 
working well, and that Ed Cappenter 
while holding a handful and talking aboul 
them to Alvin and Charley Harris, began 
scraping them with a nail. Suddenly the 
cartridges exploded with terrific force, 
knocking the three men senseless. 


The explosion brought a number quickly 


to the scene, and they found on hasty ex- 
amination that the men were seriously in- 
jured. Charley Harris had his side badly 
torn, Carpenter had his right eye blown 
out and his left so badly damaged that he 
may become sightless. Both his handi 
were torn almost off and his left leg and 
abdomen were badly torn. His leg was so 
badly torn as to require amputation. Hit 
recovery is very doubf ul. He is a resident 
of this town, and has a wife and three 
children. Alvin Harris was badly shocked, 
but is probably not seriously hurt. He and 
his brother will recover. 


THE CHOLERA. 


Ample Preparations Taken Against 


the Ordinary Spread of the 


Disease, 


But Serious Apprehensions of Danger 


Felt From an Unsuspected 


Source. 


The Quarantine of the Ale«ia and Her 
Living Freight. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—J. Ter Kulle, 


general agent of the Favrl Line, said that 
he had given order* for three day's 
provisions to be sent to Hoffman and 
Swinburne islands, where the passengers 
of the Alesia, which brought cholera to 
this country, are being kept. Mr. Ter 
Kulle was of the opinion that the passen- 
gers would have to be quarantined for 
eight or ten daya, and tbat after that 
time there need be no fear of further in- 
fection. Mr. Ter Kulle places great con- 
fidence in the ability of Dr. Smith and the 
quarantine officials to prevent the spread 
of the scourge. He said that the passen- 
gers' baggage would have to be very 
thoroughly fumigated, as considerable 
danger would have to be feared from tbat 
source. 


The Alesia is anchored in thn lower bay 


near the quarantine islands. The sick are 
in the Swinburne island hospital, where 
they were taken on the vessel's arrival. 
Three of the cases—those ot Cormell Car- 
clier and Ouglielno Heiwig and his four- 
year-old child—will probably prove fatal. 
The others have more or less chances of 
recovery. The balance of the passengers 
and crew wrfth the exception of the three 
cabin passengers, numbering 65], are 
under supervision on Hoffman's island, at 
the expense of the steamship company. 
Should no new cases occur, the quarantine 
will be raised in eight or ten days. The 
cabin passengers remain on the vessel, 
•which is being thoroughly cleaned and 
fumigated, and by next Wednesday per- 
sons will probably be allowed to* board 
her. 


Health Officer Smith says tbat the dis- 


ease was carried on board the ship by one 
or more of the passengers, and that the 
germs bad not been in the cargo, which 
was securely sealed. The persons evi- 
dently came on board at Naples, as for 
the past four or five weeks cholera ha? 
been raging near tbat city. The baggage 
of the passengers, numbering 2,200 pieces, 
is being unpacked and fumigated. The 
health authorities say that the present 
cool weather will aid greatly in stamping 
out the pest. The danger is lessened also, 
because preparations had already been 
made for the suppression of cholera, which 
was due in this country this year. 


Where Danger May be Ziooked For. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 
25.—In speaking ot 


the Asiatic cholera In quarantine at New 
York, Health Commissioner DeWolf said 
last night: 


"This information is very interesting to 


us if read aright. But we do not need to 
be alarmed about any immediate dango) 
in this country. The great danger is not 
from such cases. The clothing, freight 
and effects ot this vessel, as well as all 
persons on board, will be thoroughly dis- 
infected. There will not be the least pos- 
sibility of any cases arising 
from it. 


Where I fear trouble is from the following 
source: The summer clothing, which may 
be packed in the Infected districts in 
Europe may be sent over to this country 
in a ship that would have no case o* 
nholera abiard to cause any attention tc 
be paid in disinfecting. They are left un- 
til spring and then opened. In a short 
time the whole country is alarmed with 
new cases of cholera arising, apparently 
without cause. In 1873 there were three 
cases of this kind where the clothing tbat 
bad been packed in the fall in the old 
country was opened here 
There can be 


no effects of this epidemic in Chicago this 
fall. It is too late in the season. Cholera 
germs can not have any results in cold 
weather. Yes, I will really have some 
fears for next spring—not paiticularly for 
this city, but the whole country at 
Urge."
